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City issues warning for 
meningococcal disease

A small outbreak of invasive meningococcal 
disease in Chicago has health officials urging 
vaccination among some sexually active men 
to protect against the rare but potentially fa- 
tal illness. 

The city recently found that three local 
men had contracted the same specific strain 
of bacteria causing meningococcal disease, 
according to Dr. Magda Houlberg, chief clini- 
cal officer at Howard Brown Health Center, 
which is focused on LGBT health. 

Based on what the infected men have in 
common, experts are recommending that 
men who have anonymous male sex partners, 
HIV-positive men who have sex with men 
and men using hookup apps such as Grindr 
to have sex with men all should be vaccinated. 

The disease is passed through close contact 
with saliva and other respiratory and throat 
secretions, Houlberg said. 

“It can be transmittable with close physical 
contact [such as] kissing, sexual contact, shar- 
ing drinks, sharing smoking devices, for ex- 
ample,” she said. “That’s why sexual partners 
should be included in that.” 

Meningococcal disease can include menin- 
gitis or a deadly bloodstream infection, Houl- 
berg said. While fatal in some cases, it can be 
treated with antibiotics. 

Symptoms can include headache, fever, 
a stiff neck and confusion, according to the 
Chicago Department of Public Health. Houl-

berg added that some victims display a red or 
purple rash. Anyone with possible symptoms 
should contact a doctor, the city said. 

Men who fall into the high-risk categories 
are encouraged to be vaccinated as soon as 
possible; they can contact their doctor or call 
311 for more information. Chicago Depart- 
ment of Public Health clinics are offering the 
vaccine for free, according to a news release. 
Howard Brown also is providing free vaccina- 
tions for those in the at-risk groups. 

Houlberg said the general population is not 
at heightened risk of infection, noting that 
meningococcal disease is less contagious than 
the common cold. 

“If the general population is concerned, it re- 
ally shouldn’t be,” she said. “The first line of de- 
fense is more along the lines of hand washing.”

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Defender’s 2nd stint with 
national team comes with 
World Cup pressure

o much for Canadian hospitality, eh? 

As the U.S. women’s national soccer 
team attempts to win its first World 
Cup title in 16 years, defender Lori 
Chalupny isn’t sure the Americans will receive a 
warm welcome from their neighbors to the north. 

“Well, we’re going to be very close to home, 
but I doubt that it’s going to be a homey, nice 
atmosphere for us,” said Chalupny, the 31-year- 
old captain of the Chicago Red Stars. “We've 
had some great battles with Canada in the past; 
they’re a great rival of ours. I’m sure they’re going 
to make it a little uncomfortable for us.” 

Even when the US. is not playing the hosts? 

“Ummm... {pauses}... I wouldn’t doubt it,” said 
Chalupny, laughing as she finished her thought. 

Even without “home-field advantage,” the 
US. figures to charge deep into the tournament 
thanks to its talent and depth. That includes Ch- 
alupny, whose journey to, then from, then back 
to the national team is unusual. The St. Louis na- 
tive debuted with the squad in March 2001 and 
was a fixture, even earning the captain’s armband 
at one point, until late 2009. Then concussions 
forced her off the team, and she wasn’t cleared to 
rejoin until late 2014. 

“It’s completely different [the second time] 
and also pretty much the same,” she said. “It’s 
different in that the first time around... I was for- 
tunate enough to go through this youth system, 
so I was started on this pathway when I was 12 
years old where I made the youth national team 
and then the national team. It was kind of just a 
progression, and all of the sudden I was on the 
national team. ... 

“This time around, after having that all taken 
away, to be able to wear the US. jersey again, it’s 
all been put in perspective for me. I really appre- 
ciate every second I get to play and every game 
that I get to suit up.” 

The Americans have plenty to prove to them- 
selves after losing in the 2011 World Cup final to 
Japan on penalty kicks. In an exclusive interview 
with RedEye, Chalupny explains why this time 
could be different, how it feels to have a concus- 
sion and what is just “not right” about this year’s 
tournament.

Can you sense the Chicago area embracing 
soccer more? 

I think the city has embraced us from the 
beginning. Chicago loves their sports teams, and 
there are so many of them, so it’s hard just time- 
wise [for fans} to get around to everything. But 
I’ve loved playing in Chicago. I think Chicago 
has embraced the Red Stars, and we’ve really 
enjoyed interacting with our fans and just the 
atmosphere they’ve created for us.

Describe what your brain endures when you 
experience a concussion. 

For each person it’s different. ... Sometimes 
it’s slight symptoms, just feeling off, just feel- 
ing tired and in a fog. Other times it’s simple, 
you get knocked unconscious. For instance, 
a lot of my concussions were very small; {I 
remember] kind of not quite feeling right, 
but you can’t quite put it into words. 


You have 10 goals on the international stage. 


What’s the key to being a dangerous scorer 
from the back line? 

I think playing from the back line for the US. 
is very different from playing on the back 
line for many teams. We expect the back 

line to get forward and aid in the attack, the 
same way we expect our midfielders and our 
forwards to help on the defensive side of the 
ball. It’s not abnormal [to score as a defend- 
er], I guess; I just feel that’s part of the job is 
getting forward and helping in the attack and 
adding numbers up there. 


What's so difficult about playing on artificial 
turf, as will be the case with every match in 
this World Cup? 

I don’t think it takes much convincing to tell 
people that it’s just not right. I think most 
people agree. It’s not soccer. Soccer’s not 
made to be played on turf, it’s made to be 
played on grass. The game is different on turf. 
It’s hard on the body, and it’s tough to play a 
world championship where you’re playing on 
the edge of your game, at the very top levels, 
to play on turf and to recover and put out 
your best performance. 


Do you feel the U.S. is the team to beat? 

I’ve never thought about it exactly like that. 
I think there’s a lot of really good teams right 
now. Germany is ranked No. 1 right now, 
we’ve played France a couple times lately, and 
Japan has always given us trouble in major 
tournaments. So I feel like we’ve got a chip 
on our shoulder. We haven’t won the World 
Cup since ’99. I wouldn't say we’re an under- 
dog, but we know we have to put together 
some good performances to win this thing.
